Amsterdam, Feb. 7.—"From the be- 
ginning of the war up to the end of 
1916 there were over a million more 
deaths in (Germany than is normally 
the case," says the Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Massbode in a statement on 
the .effects of the war on vital and 
population statistics of the G-erman 
empire. 
"For the first three years, continues 
the writer, "the entire loss by mor- 
tality is said to have been 3,700,000. 
Thus Instead of the normal increase 
of 2400,000 there was on Aug. >1, 1917, 
a decrease of 600,000, to which an- 
other 700,000 -was added as a,result of 
the decline in birth figures that still 
continues. 
The absolute decrease in 
toe population after three years, there- 
tore, would have been two per cent of 
the number at the beginning of the 


"Other phenomena are to be ex- 
pected for the near future. 
Instead of 
14.000,000 the men between the ages 
of 17 and 45 will only number 12,700,- 
000; 
nnd instead of 1800,000 as now, 
the excess, of women over men will be 
2 100.000. It Is not yet known how 
the war losses will be spread over the 
various ages but It looks as If there 
will be 1,100 women to every 1,000 men 
of marriageable age. 
For these rea- 
sons, and in view of the fact that there 
will "be a large number of invalids 
among the .men, th emarriage chances 
must be termed greatly reduced, a 
fact which will in Its turn produce 
further shiftings on the labor market, 
that on their part will again re-act on 
the population movement.

HOSPITAL IN FRANCE 


J. Augustine, With the 35th Engineers 


Somewhere in France, Tells of 


Experience*. 


In two letters written to his sister, 
Miss 'Ruth Augustine, of 638 S. Frank- 
lin street, of this city, J. Augustine, 
who is with the 35th Engineers, see- 
Ing service somewhere in France,, the 
writer tells of his experiences in the 
hospital where he is confined suffering 
from measles. The letters have .been 
censored but are interesting and are 
as follows: 
Somewhere in France, January I, 
1918. — i -n-iii drop you a few lines and 
let you know that I am still alive and 
well and that I am In the hospital with 
the measles, but I have not been aick 
a day. "They put me in there with 
six other boys and we .have 
soine 
times. Well, I have enjoyed Christ- 
mas and New Years on the middle of 
the ocean. Some tim« I'll tell you how 
it is. Say, when-I g-et out .of this I 
will have seen enough of the world, 
especially this Sunny country 
over 


No one can tell me about the world 
now We have some nice nurses over 
here, not French, but Americans, so 
we can talk to them. 
Those people 
think the world of us boye, and so do 
the girls, 'but I can't talk to them and 
don't know what they mean. That is 
tough luck. I'll say, this is some life. 
I tell you when I get &ut of this Place 
I can tell you some things that will 
make the eyes stick out of your head. 
Well we have the best of care and it 
is certainly fine. I will write some 
more later. Sis. Greet all my friends. 
How is Mother? Tell Pa to send me 
some snuff and, smoking tobacco; you 
can't buy it over here. Don't forget 
it, I have money, but can't get to- 
bacco. 
, _ 
The second letter Is dated January 
I will drop you a few lines and 
let you know that I am still alive, but 
have been very sick. Just got up to- 
day, 
but I -feel weak 
and can sit 
around. But I think that I will be all 
right in two weeks, and 'be back with 
my old company. I have been in the 
ho'spital ever since I came off 
the 
boat and haven't had much time to 
look around. Say, you tell Mother to 
have my gray suit pressed and put 
away so the moths won't eat it. 
There are a, lot of fellows sick over 
here, the land Is so low and so danrp. 
It is a frieht.. They have some large 
hospitals here and they have every 
kind of people here. Every kind of 
people in the world — black,, red, white 
—are over here. Well, they won't let 
me say where I am but I am far from 
the firing line, so I should worry. 
There are more soldiers over here 
than you think there are. I was on 
the middle of the ocean at Christmas 
time. Well, I wish you could see this 
country over here, then you would be 
satisfied of traveling. I .am ready to 
go home as soon as they say the war 
is over, and I hope it. is soon. 
It 1* warm just like summer over 
here; /isn't a tit cold. It was cold 
enough when we left New York— 
whew, it was cold!

Well. I »m getting tired, but tell 
ma 1 feel fine now and will be back 
to my company in about two weeks. 
so sood bye. love to all. I hope that 
you arc well, and everything is fine 
here, so good bye.

supply they readily described their

In one case a man had purchased 
sixteen 50-pound sacks of flour for a 
family of three. This meant that he 
was supplied for

months. He returned twelve sacks. 
This man was given a lesson on noard- 
ing and a warning. 
The report of Mr. Krautzburg for 


the day was as follows:

wheat flour, 4,400 pounds returned by 
twenty-six persons. 
350 pounds of i 
sugar'returned by six persons. Flour | 
returned from one to twelve sacks. ; 
Sugar returned from riO to 75 pounds,

It will be readily seen that the re- 
turn of 4.400 pounds of flour and 3oO 
: pounds of sugar to the stores in Jef- 
' ferson means an increased immediate 
supply for that city. Under the law 
no housohold Is allowed more than a 
thirty day supply of flour or sugar. In 
every case the consumer who returned 
flour or sugar was allowed, to keep, 
enough to last, thirty days or more. 
The amount, depended upon the siz«, 
of the family. 
Food Administrator Swenson today 
issued aa appeal to 
Ihe citizens of 
Wisconsin to aid hfm in placing the 
stale on a thirty day basis. In ask- 
ing the co-operation of patriotic men 
and women he pointed: out that Wis- 
consin can within a short time add 
greatly to the nation's food supply, 
and go on record as a commonwealth 
ready to give its last effort to help 
win the war. 
Orde'rs have gone out to all county 
food administrators to -Secure records 
of sales of 'flour and sugar. Purchas- 
ers of excessive supplies will be asked 
to return their surplus over a thirty 
day supply. This will be asked as a 
patriotic duty. In cases where this re- 
quest i's not e.omplied with action lead- 
ing to possible prosecution will fol- 
low. 
In even' case the purchaser is to 
be given credit at. the store for goods 
returned.
